The constantly increasing us: of chem- 
ica) fertilizers makes all information in 
regard tothem that has been derived 
from aciua!l experiments of very ceneral 
interest, especially to farmers who cap- 
Bot conveniently add to their ewn supply 
of barnvard manure by purcharing from 
stables im the near by towns To the 
question, “Can cheimica) fertilizcrs com- 
pete with farinyard manure-?" Mr.G. 
Whitcher, the director of the New Hamp 
ehire experinknt station, answers, aa 
the results @ four years’ experiments 
with the two classes impartially tried, 
that, “Chemicals rightly proportioned 
can be need as a complete eulbstitute for 
farmyard wanures; that they will pro 
duce as great a value of crop. dollar for 
dollar, a3 manure. and that they improve 
the quality of the hay by increasing the 
clover and indirectly the supply of avail 
able nitrogen is increased.” 

Furth ormore, the director advi-es farm- 
ers to buy dissolved bone black. ccontain- 
ing 16 per cent. of soluble phosphoric 
acid; muriate of potash. containing 50 
per cent. of actual potash, and sulphate 
of ainmonia, containing 20 per cent. of 
nitrogen, and fromthesecrude materials 
mix such combinations as are te-t suited 
tothe scil and crops under cultivation 
The matcrials may be obtained froin any 
fertilizer inanufacturer in forms ready 
for use, and may be mixed in the re 
quired amounts as one would mix corn- 
meal, shorts and cottonseed together for 
feedinz
